Leap  Year  Day  Nothing 
But  Unwanted  Dividend 


NEW  YORK,  Feb.  29.— (UPI) 
— Did  you  ever  consider  how 
dull  Leap  Year  Day  really  is? 

It’s  not  even  a holiday,  just 
an  unwelcome  dividend  in  the 
winter  doldrums.  It  robs  new- 
born babies  of  most  ^of  their 
birthdays  and*  gives  spinsters 
false  hopes. 

DESPITE  THESE  dingy  divi- 
dends, we’ve  been  saddled  with 
Leap  Year  Day  since  Julius  Cae- 
sar tidied  up  the  Roman  calendar 
and  found  a little  time  on  his 
hands. 

But  there  is  an  organization, 
the  World  Calendar  Association 
International,  which  is  ready — 
and  very  eager — to  make  Leap 
Year  Day  a red  letter  date  start- 
ing in  1967.  The  main  trouble 
right  now  is  that  certain  relig- 
ious groups  oppose  calendar  re- 
form. 

IF  THE  association  is  success- 


ing  a long  weekend.  Could  any- 
thing be  nicer  than  that?” 

THIS  WOULD  come  about  be- 
cause the  new  Leap  Year  Day 
will  fall  unfailingly  between 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  The 
World  Calendar  is  a stationary 
calendar,  beginning  every  year 
on  Sunday,  Jan.  1,  and  provid- 
ing each  quarter  with  three 
months  of  31,  30  and  30  days 
in  length. 

That  adds  up  to  364,  so  the 
World  Calendar  generously 
to’Sses  in  another  specially  dated 
“December  W”  holiday  between 
Saturday,  Dec.  30,  and  Jan.  1, 
and  calls  it  “World’s  Day.”  This 
could  be  quite  a boon  to  people 
who  like  coftfetti,  horns  and 
crazy  paper  hats.  A whole  day 
to  recover! 

IT’S  THE  most  nearly  perfect 
calendar  yet  devised  and  should 
logically  become  operative  Sun-

zlies  in  the  BYU  fieldhouse.

THE  VASTY  improved  Kittens 
wound  up  the  season’s  campaign 
Saturday  by  rolling  over  the 
Ricks  College  Vikings,  101-64, 
at  Smith  Fieldhouse.
